In the offices of the 
“North-China Daily News” there are received 
from time to time copies of various English 
journals, daily and weekly newspapers, ‘ma- 
‘gazines, ete,, in which one invariably finds some 
Account of how the civilian population from 
Land's End. to John O'Groals is reacting to the 
German air attack. There are interviews with 
housewives, who prepare their husbands din- 
ners in streets in which houses have been shat~ 
tered by bombs, "What have we to be afraid 
of?” these brave women say. “We stick by our 
men and no German bomb will scare us." Such 
is the spirit of the working-class housewife. As 
‘Vvombe fall on her district she sholicrs with her 
children and curses the Nazi for interrupting 
her cooking. After the raid she goes back home 
‘and enrvies on with her household tasks—if her 
ono is there to go to, If it isn't then some’ 
Kindly "neighbour helps her out with 
comotiation and utensils, until another home is. 
found or her own repaired. The truth is that 
nobody in England is afraid of the Nazis. One 
has only to read of the crowds which gather 
to watch our fighters shoot down Nazi raiders! 
or the Jocular comments of people who have 
been endangered in one way or another by 
bombs. Can the same be said about Germany?

Admiral Muselier has replied to Hitler's 
threat not to recognize ships of the Free French 
Navy as belligerents in language that Hitler 
can understand, “I have made prisoners and 
hostages,” said Admiral Muselier, “and. they 
will answer for the lives of my" sailors and 
airmen.”

‘Shanghai to deposit their money at 
fan interest of seven per cent. ‘The 
profit, it is stated. will be equally: 
Givided between the bankers and 
‘customers. 

"The other plan is to encourage 
people here to deposit their money 
with Government banks or big banks 
promising high interest.  Depositors 
in this” case. can transfer thelr 
capital to the interior for their own 
lus through the Government in- 
stitutions, but the interest may be 
drawn in Shanghal. 

‘The report says that idle money 
in Shanghai ‘has given rise to 
speculation, which in turn results in 
the inerease of prices of commodities. 
To improve this situation, Chungking 
hhas decided. to carry out the 
scheme.

THAT GERMAN VERACITY 
Sept. 4. 

When the German reports of British raids 
on Germany, and German raids on Britain 
are read together with the British versions 
some shrewd idea of the enemy's propaganda 
technique may be obtained. If a German 
raid on Britain meets with some degree of 
sticeess, it is always against the most power= 
ful defence which the British had up to that 
time offered ; if they meet with a reverse— 
and they are driven back more often than 
they get through,—then the British air de- 
fence Is weakening. It would not be ac- 
curate to state that the German com- 
muniqués are always to be tested by such 
means, but it can safely be said that every 
German success Is secured despite the power~ 
ful defenees of the enemy, while no reverses 
whatever are admitted, though the slur cast 
upon the R.AF. in such cases is probably 
the best indication of the real state of affairs. 
‘The same applies to the figures issued by 
Berlin relative to air casualties. On no oc- 
easion have the Germans, according to their 
story, failed to shoot down at least four times 
as many British machines as their own| 
losses. 

Now it appears that the German pro- 
paganda machine is worried about the] 
stories gaining currency on the subject of 
the dwindling gasoline and oil stocks which’ 
Germany possesses. Yesterday in a message 
seeking to show that everything in the garden 
was lovely so far as these war essentials are 
concerned, the following passage was to be 
read :— 

‘According to reports issued by the German’ 
High Command, whose veracity after the ex- 
eriences of the past 12 months probably is 
hot doubted by anyone, it is an ‘established 
faet that the Royal Air Force during its raids 
‘almost exelusively hit non-military objectives. 
‘At ony rate these raldy neither destroyed any 
[gasoline ‘stocks worth while, nor did they’ 
curtail the exceedingly efficient production in 
Germany of synthetic gasoline, 

‘The veracity of the German High Command 
is the veracity of Hitler, and his attitude 
on the subject of lying Js too well known to 
need extensive repetition here. Hitler be- 
lieves in the efficacy of the lie so long as it 
is big enough to run a chance of securing, 
some degree of credence. The truthfulness 
of the High Command's statements is not 
doubled whatever ; it is known not to exist, 
and that is an entirely different thing. 

According to the enemy news agency re- 
port no shortage of fuel is being felt in Ger- 
many, whose stocks have been enhanced by 
those’ seized in the occupied territories of 
Europe. It is probable that big stocks of

This increase in the most useful type of 
vessel for patrol and convoy work is most 
valuable coming at the time it has, but as 
it has been most rightly remarked one of 
the most important gains to Great Britain 
is the psychological fact that the United 
‘States now stand in unquestioned support. 
behind the British war effort. At the time 
of writing the only information regarding 
the manner in which this news was received 
in Berlin was that the Nazis are reported 
to be maintaining extreme caution on the 
subject, German authorities alleging that the 
transfer involved “vast and important, ques 
tions ond that it was impossible to define 
the Nazi attitude without a thorough study 
as it involves many aspects of international 
law." ‘The reference to international law 
in this connection will undoubtedly create 
the cynical amusement it merits, for though 
Germany has consistently ignored it through- 
out this war, she will most surely invoke 
it if that process is likely to give her any 
advantage, 

Whether the United States will seek to 
seeure other bases besides those obtained 
from Britain has not yet been disclosed, but 
the long chain of stations stretching from 
Newfoundland, and possibly eventually from 
Greenland, to'the southern coast of the Gulf 
of Mexico should be sufficient to secure the 
efficient defence of the northera portion of 
the western hemisphere. It still remains 
to be scen what dispositions the United 
States in conjunction with the South 
American republics will make to guard the 
southern continent, But whatever may be 
decided in this connection the fact stands 
‘out boldly that the intention of the United 
States to assist Great Britain to the fullest 
extent short of going to war has assumed 
fan even greater importance than it had 
when it was first announced. ‘The transfer 
of the destroyers was made all the easier’ 
by the official British notifteation to the| 
United States that in the event of the waters) 
around Great Britain becoming untenable, 
there could be no question of the British 
Navy either surrendering or scuttling, ‘The 
assirance should hardly have been neces 
sary, for the Briish leave the habit of 
scuttling to the enomy, but it is, perhaps, just 
fas well that such an ‘assuranee should have 
been given. 

It is more than likely that the action 
which has been taken by President Roose- 
‘volt will arouse a storm of criticism from. 
those who still hold strongly to the doctrine 
of isolation, but it is interesting and im- 
portant to note that the Democratic and 
Republican platforms in connection with 
this war are identical, and in all probability 
he has done nothing which Mr, Willkie ihim- 
self would not do were he returned 
to office next November. President Roose~ 
velt’s erities will probably have their ficld- 
day in Congress, but there is little likelihood 
that their opinions will have much effeet 
upon the general policy of the United States’ 
Government vis-ii-vis of Great Britain in 
hor present struggle.

nected with Russia by history and speech, 
and with Stalin behind them the racial idea 
might ultimately prove irresistible. A Ru- 
mania dominated by natural resentment 
might very well seck to obtain from Russia, 
that which she failed to secure from Ger 
many and Italy, namely support. ‘The quid 
pro quo would ‘be to form a corridor with 
the Slavic nations across the Balkan Ponin- 
sula from the Black Sea to the Adriatic. 
‘That might not be an immediate develop- 
‘ment, but the entry of Russia in the Balkan: 
‘and the consequent limitation of the in= 
fluence of Germany and Italy, should ulti- 
mately prove 1 severe blow to those two 
nations. ‘The betrayal of Rumania, then, 
may serve to. bring about the very. 
thing that Mussolini has feared all along, 
namely the bringing of Communism to the 
very doorstep of Italy. Again Italian ine 
terests have been sacrificed to Hitler's needs, 
‘ayain has Mussolini been obliged to run at 
the German leader's chariot wheel, and out 
of it all Italy receives nothing ‘but the 
prospect of just that trouble in the future 
which Tl Duce has consistently feared. 
Everything may remain quiet and peaceful 
80 long as the throe Dictators decide it is 
in their own interests to hang together, for 
their mutual loyalty is no deeper based than 
that, but, when the time comes for Stalin to 
act, ‘the other two Dictators may have very 
good reason to be sorry for the treacherous 
game they have been playing in the Balkans,

‘The impression conveyed by the speech,

—for Hitler can be so funny !—and cheaper 
jeering there runs a current of uneasiness. 
‘The original German plans have been dis- 
rupted, and the British resistance is depriv- 
ing the enemy of that early victory in the 
hope of which they so confidently entered 
info the war. It does not seem that there 
will be any necessity for any British Mfinis- 
ter to make reply to this latest example of 
Hitlerian rodomontade, Indeed if it is com- 
pletely ignored it would be better, for there 
is really nothing in the speech which re- 
quires anything in the nature of an official 
answer, Indeed it would be a waste of time 
to reply, for the whole address is so patently 
absurd that it answers itself. ‘The one great 
point is that Hitler is commencing to ex- 
plain why he has not achieved his objectives 
as quickly as he promised his deluded people 
he would, and once dictators commence to! 
explain their failures they betray the fact 
that they are commencing to read the hand- 
writing on the wall.

ENCOURAGING SPEECH 
Sept. 7. 

‘The difference between the latest speeches 
of Mr, Winston Churchill and Hitler has 
never been more striking. Hitler's was in- 
dicative of fear, arising from the knowledge 
that his plans have gone awry, and of the 
danger of ultimate defeat. Mr. Churchill's 
was filled with a quiet sturdy confidence 
even though he adhered to the British cus~ 
tom of under- rather than overstatement. 
When a man of his calibre says “We are 
going to be a good deal stronger next year 
than now, although we are quite strong 
enough for the immediate work in hand,” his 
words cannot be anything but encouraging. 
Recent ministerial utterances dealing with 
the commencement of the second year of war 
were very much to the same effect. ‘The 
losses of material on the Continent are 
rapidly being made up, the acceleration in 
the domestic production of aeroplanes, and 
the increased supplies of those machines 
from the United States, promise that the 
day when Britain will be ready to pass from 
the purely defensive to the offensive will 
ultimately come. 

‘The Prime Minister went out of his way 
to answer Hitler in part. It was not really 
necessary, but it was a complete answer. “If 
there is to be, as suggested in his (Hitler's 
recent oration, a contest of nerves, will power 
and endurance in which the whole British 
and German peoples are to engage, be it 
short oF be it long, we shall not shrink from 
it, We believe the spirit and temperament 
bred under the institution of freedom will 
prove more enduring and more resolute than 
anything that can be got out of the most 
efficiently enforced mechanical discipline.” 
‘The attitude of the British people under the 
bombing of German aeroplanes clearly justi- 
fies the Prime Minister's belief. ‘They are 
taking their punishment with courage and 
determination to stick it out. ‘The only thing 
which matters to them is victory, and to 
obtain that no sacrifice will be considered 
to be too big. There will be no shrinking. 
‘There has not been since the German mass 
air-raids commenced, as the newspapers. 
from Home clearly show, and there will be. 
none now. 

‘The reason for that is not -hard to find. 
Millions of British people are under . fire. 
‘They sce for themselves the damage which 
is being inflicted upon the enemy raiders, 
see wave after wave of atlackers driven back 
from their objectives, and realizing as they 
do that some machines must get through, 
see that it is only a small proportion of 
those sent against them. Added to that there 
is the knowledge that besides defending the 
British Isles, the RAF. is carrying the war 
into Germany, to Berlin, and according to 
est message even further east than that 
city. They are informed of the huge damage 
which is being done in industrial Germany, 
and especially in the Ruhr, to which extra 
foodstuffs from Holland are being sent to 
bolster the nerves of the sorely tried inhabit 
ants, And they know that every day that 
passes means further inroads into the re~ 
serves of war material which Hitler gathered 
against his final attack on the liberties of 
Europe. 

Tt is easy to understand why Hiller so 
géeatly hates and fears Mr. Churchill. 
Psychologically the Prime Minister is worth 
very many divisions to Great Britain because 
of the reality of his outlook and his full un- 
derstanding of the hysterical Hitler. Not 
only that Mr. Churchill knows his own 
people well. He was not afraid in the dark 
days to siand up in the House of Commons 
and tell unpalatable truths. Under his 
guidance the British people were able to 
stare severe reverses in the face, and take 
courage from immediate defeat. Now in 
these days when he is able to give a better 
account of the situation he is just as much 
to be believed as he was then. He knows. 
that Britons can take the truth, just as much 

















as Hitler apparently realizes that his people 
cannot. So when Mr. Churchill reports, 2° 


he has done, an improvement in the situa- 
jon it may be taken for granted that such 
is the case. But he does not hide from the 
people that much may yet have to be en- 
dured. He has warned them that the Ger- 
man effort will probably be intensified dur- 
ing this month and until the advent of win- 
try weather comes to the assistance of the 
British defence. He knows as the world 
knows that these increased blows will be 
endured with the same patience as their pre- 
decessors, for by that means only can victory. 
be assured, and all that matters to the 
British is that regardless of what it costs 
Witler shall go down in defeat. 











WHAT COMES NEXT? 
Sept. 7. 

Great Britain is reinforcing her armies in 
Egypt and the Near East, while Mussolini 
apparently holds up his attack on the former 
awaiting cooler weather. Meanwhile there 
is much speculation as to the next direction 
in which the Axis Powers will strike out. 
‘The fact that in the armistice terms Hitler 
secured a corridor along the coast of the 
Bay of Biscay to the Spanish boundary sug- 
gests to some observers that an attempt 
might be made through Spain against Gibral- 
tar, the capture of which would have the 
effect of closing the western end of the Medi 
terranean, possibly bottle up a portion of 
the British fleet and cut off ‘com= 
munication with General Sir Archibald 
Wavell’s army in the Near East. There is a 
possibility that if Hitler secks to create a 
diversion in the Iberian Peninsula, he might 
be thoroughly well accommodated by the 
British, for it would only meon history re- 
eating itself. On the other hand he might 
favour a siege of the Rock, wnich is well 
prepared to withstand it, but as Hitler is in 
search of quick results the temptation may 
not appeal to him. 

Italy on the other hand may seck to make 
it difficult for the British in the Mediter- 
ranean. He has not succeeded in doing 30 
up to the present, but it Js confidently ex- 
pected that sooner or later he will attempt 
to do so, That he will have to secure com- 
‘mand of the sea, which he most certainly 
has not yet got, may be taken for granted. 
The present disposition of the Italian Navy 
to give the British fleets a wide berth docs 
not suggest that he will be too anxious to 
force the issue, but it is clear that he can- 
not hope to make much progress against the 
British in Egypt unless he can maintain un- 
disturbed lines of communication with Italy 
and so secure adequate provision and xe- 
inforcement for his armies in Libya. The 
manner in which the British fleet is going 
wherever it desires in the | Mediterranean, 
convoying supplies and reinforcements with 
a minimum of Italian interference clearly 
shows that Mussolini has yet a great deal to 
do before he puts his armies in Libya to the 
test of war with people who know how to 
fight. 

Then again there is the Near East. The 
French Army in Syria, being loyal to Marshal 
Pétain is apparently ‘left there as a buffer 
between Britain's Palestinian forces and the 
Turks. But in Syria oil is the important 
thing. That might tempt the Italians to 
launch an invasion from the Island of 
Rhodes, but should that occur the British 
forces in Palestine would undoubtedly move 
into the country, and there is very little 
doubt as to what the result of the ensuing 
‘encounter would be. Without underestimat- 
ing the quality of Italian troops, it may be 
safely said that if the British forees cannot 
satisfactorily deal with them it will be a mat- 
ter for the greatest possible surprise. That is 
however most unlikely, for the men who 
stood up so gallantly to the German army 
should find it a less hard task to do jus- 
tice to the Italians. 

‘There remains the possibility that Hitler 
has not yet abandoned the idea of an in- 
vasion of the British Isles. His air Blitzkrieg 
has certainly not produced results which 
would suggest that any such attempt would 
be likely to be successful, and the risks at- 
tendant upon such un undertaking are such 
as to make the German command none too 
anxious to embark upon it. With over two 
million armed Britons, now wel! equipped, 
‘and likely to be better so as the weeks pass, 
ready {o defend their land a German in- 
vasion would in any event prove a most 
costly experiment in men and material. It 
is generally agreed that nothing short of a 
miracle could prevent such an invasion being 
defeated, and Hitler's position is such that 
he cannot possibly suffer a reverse which 

‘ould disturb the German mind as to the. 

incibility of their arms and the military 
genius of their leader. The Axis Powers 
have plenty of ficlds in which to occupy 
their-forees, but in not one of them is there 
any real prospect of quick success. The yes 
that has passed has permitted the British to 
make dispositions to meet almost any emerg- 
‘eney in any place where it might be likely 
fo occur, and they are ready for the enemy 
whenever he may decide to strike. 
































INDO-CHINA YIELDS 





Sepa. 9, 

While what has becn happening in Indo- 
China since the first of the month is still 
somewhat obscure, it is now possible to ob- 
tain some fair idea of what hae occurred. Tt 
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is denied that Japan served an_ ultimatum 
upon the authorities of Indo-China making 
Gemands with regard (o the passage. of 
Japanese troops through the territory under 
their jurisdiction, and possibly also a request 
to be allowed to establish air bases, 
though it seems that some such demands 
were made by General Nishihara, Great 
Britain and the United States made clear 
their interest in the maintenance of the 
status quo in Indo-China, and it was sub- 
sequently stated that the tiltimatum, which it 

* denied had been served, was withdrawn. 
‘According to the latest information the Indo- 
China authorities have agreed to the passage 
‘of Japanese forees through the province of 
Tongking the garrisoning of the Halphong- 
Kunming railway and the use of air bases. 
Jn other words the Japanese requests have 
been met and a further means of striking 
into Yunnan and possibly cutting the Burma 
Toad sceured. 

Naturally the Japanese desire, that this 
thoroughfare which has enabled the Chinese 
‘National Government at Chungking to main 
tain contact with the outside world should 
bbe permanently closed, has been a. Keen one, 
and the fact that the present closure is re- 
garded by Great Britain as only a temporary 
fone has spurred the Japanese to take the 
present action. There’ is an added induce 
ment that, with Japanese forces likely to 
‘enter Yunnan, that province may be weaned 
away from allegiance to Chungking. The 
Jattitude of the colonial government of Indo- 
‘China in this connection is interesting. At 
first Admiral Decoux rejected the Japanese 
demands, and, it is reported, was preparing 
to resist any attempted landing. ‘The matter 
then appears to have been taken up at Vichy 
and Wiesbaden, and. undoubtedly acting upon 
instructions from the former place, inspired 
by Germany, the Governor.of Indo-China was 
obliged to ater his original stand to one of 

nee with the Japanese demands, That 
is on the one hand indicative of the German 
influence over the Petain Government, and 
fon the other of another cynical betrayal. of 
‘the Chinese National Government by Hitler, 

"The acquiescence of the French colonial 
authorities will have the effect of permitting 
‘the Japanese forces to land at Haiphong, 
\wheiice they can rapidly be moved along the 
Haiphong-Kunming Railway to the Yunnan 
border. Tt is reported that Chungking has 
already made dispositions for resistance to 
the Japanese attack in that aren, and it may 
possibly develop that the Japanese will find 
they require more troops to overcome it than 
apparently was originally thought necessary. 
It is doubtful, however, even if they do suc- 
ceed in establishing themselves athwart the 
Burma Road, that the Japanese wil be able 
to force a quick liquidation of the China 
Incident. While there have been reports. of 
some difference of opinion amongst the lead- 
crs in Chungking, nothing authoritative has 
emenrted to suggest that there has been any 
‘weakening of General Chiang Kai-shek's de~ 
termination to continue the resistance which 
he has put up for over three years, Naturally 
the cutting off of Chungking from the outside 
world, except overland to Russia, will have 
the effect of embarrassing that resistance, but 
the development of armament. production in 
the hinterland suggests that it may be some 
considerable time before the Japanese ean 
succeed in imposing their wit! on the Nae 
tional Government. 

‘The position of Great Britain and the 
United States in this matter is quite clear. They 
have gone on record as being opposed to this 
extension of Japanese influence, for there is 
‘every reason to fear that once the Japanese 
fare installed in Tongking they will be there 
permanently and will use the province asa 
jumping-off place for further extension 
southwards. What Whitehall and Washing- 
ton will deeide to do in the matter remains 
to be seen, but whether immediate action is 
taken or not, there eannot be the slightest 
doubt that both governments are determined 
{o regard present developments -as_ purely 
fomporary, ‘and all eapable of final read- 
justment when preoeeupations in Europe cease 
fo exist, ‘Thus it is possible that the ambi- 
tions of the military lenders in Japan may 
be sowing the seeds of further trouble, for 
once the ‘cloments of Tawlessness. in Europe 
hhave been suppressed, the rule of law 
throughout the world will again be established, 
‘Thus the commitment of Japan to. further 
ventures, may be of no permanent benefit but 
may rather Tead to additional embarrass- 
ments.

Carol need not have surrendered Transyl- 
vania had he determined to fight if Hungary 
moved in against his wishes. Rumania at 
war was the last thing Germany wanted, and 
had Carol displayed that firmness which it 
was believed he possessed,—he certainly 
showed it in the manner in which he secured 
control of his own country,—there is. still 
‘every reason to believe that he could have 
kept some of the rich areas which his country 
has now lost. But he renouneed the 
guarantee which Great, Britain had offered 
him, threw himself definitely on the side of 
the ‘Nazis who sold him out without delay. 
His recall of the representatives of the Iron 
Guard was the final factor which led to his 
downfall. ‘They had a long account to settle 
with him, and it is to be wondered at that 
he was allowed to escape from the country 
with his life, but, as there remain plenty 
of people in Rumania upon which the party 
now in power can wreak their vengeance ; 
{o allow him to go free mattered little enoug! 
‘one way or another, Indeed to have 
murdered him would have been a mistake as 
setting the young king against them. 

Not that that would have mattered greatly 
for he only reigns by favour of the Tron 
Guard, but there was a danger that, if that 
party ‘took the vengeance which they had 
promised themselves, a considerable body of 
sympathy with Michael might have been 
created. A young king, without any follow- 
ing, reduced to completer insignificance than 
‘oven the King of Italy, would enable the 
Tron Guard to maintain the shadow of a 
monarchy robbed of all its reality. The: only 
real gainer at the moment is Germany. With 
the establishment of a ‘government in 
Rumania, animated by ideologies completely 
identifiable with those of the Nazis, Germany 
may now be reasonably sure of all the olf 
Rumania can supply, and all the cereals 
which ‘Transylvania under the Hungarians 
ean produce. The ‘whole length of the 
Danube falls ‘under the influence of Hitler, 
‘and the Italian claims to predominance in 
the Danubian basin can now only apply to 
that section of the river which passes through 
‘Yugoslavia. 

‘Thus with Rumania completely under Ger-| 
man influence a corridor has been created 
from Germany to the Black Sea. With 
Bulgaria responsive to Soviet Russia, and 
Greece on unfriendly terms with Italy, that 
country is left with Albania which she has 
occupied, and Yugoslavia parts of whose 
territory’ she covets. Hitler has completely. 
outmanaouvred Mussolini whose position is 
such that he can do nothing but hide his 
chagrin and continue with a policy to which 
he has pledged himself, and which must in- 
‘evitably involve him inthe destruction which 
awaits the dictatorships. It is not a pretty 
pieture, but then when ‘has Hitler given his 
Ally anything but promises of splendid vistas 
‘of the future, while robbing him of the ad- 
vantages of the presont? Italy Is being 
completely shorn of her spheres of influence 
as if the process had been carried out by 
force of arms. If in the future Mussolini is 
to receive any rewards for his singular com- 
placeney it can only depend upon an Axis 
vietory, ‘The confidence that Great Britain 
will deny them that, is growing almost to 
certainty, as will be noticed in recent tele~ 
grams. ‘The days of anxiety are not yet 
‘over, but the signs aro that the strength of 
the British Empire is gradually being brought 
to bear. When it has dono its duty, and the 
time for discussing peace comes round, there! 
ean be no question of seeking to restore Carol, 
hher former position in the Balkans to Italy, 
thourh with tho collapse of Naziism and 
Fascism new problems will arise in south- 
east Europe which may prove just as serious 
fas those which the treachery of the ineffable 
Hitler has posed, 























RESORT TO TERRORISM 
Sept. 10. 


Hitler's latest speech now proves to have 
been the forerunner of intensified air-raids 
on Britain carried out with an utter dis- 
regard of military objectives, but conee 
trated on the indiscriminate bombing which 
has marked Germany's conduct in the 
ever since the war began, ‘The exeuse ad- 
vanced by the German leader is that all this 
is in response to alleged indiscriminate 
bombing by Britain in Germany, and more 
particularly as reprisals for the raids on 
Berlin, ‘The importance of this admission is 
that, despite the parrot 
the ‘damage done by British 
trivial, the fact is that it has all along been 
serious and has spurred Hitler’s determina- 

n to seek to force an early issue before 
the R.AF. is in a position to strike even 
heavier ‘biows. It is justiflable to assume 
that the defence of British military objec- 
ives has been such that the Germans have 
been unable to play the havoc which they: 
have all along desired, and it is beeause of 










































‘this that the German high command has re~ 
sorted to the final weapon of terrorism. 

‘The engagements over the week-end have 
‘been costly fo the Germans. Full figures are 
not to hand, but in Saturday's raids approx- 
imately ten’ per cent. of the invaders were 
brought down.’ The loss of machines, 
serious enough as it is, is of minor import- 
ance compared with the loss of personnel. 
‘Machines can quickly be replaced, but pilots, 
navigators, machine-gunners and the like re- 
quire months of training, and there is all the 
evidence necessary to show that many young 
Germans entrusted with aeroplanes have 
had but the sketchiest of instruction. Great 
Britain has not yet been reduced to the ex- 
pedient of sending up half-taught youngsters 
to handle her machines, and British pilots’ 
feats in the alr In defence of Great Britain 
and thelr raids on Germany and Italy have 
clearly proved their eMciency, corroborated 
by the enemy outcry which theic successes, 
have inspired. : 

‘That they have given the enemy very 
much to think about is shown by the num- 
ber of times the latter have changed their 
tactics. At first raids were exccuted by 
isolated units. ‘That the RAF. was com- 
pletely able to deal with. ‘Then close forma- 
ions were adopted heavily guarded by 
fighter planes. ‘Those were broken up by 
the anti-aircraft fire, and individual machines 
adequately done justice to by British fighter 
‘and. intereepter “machines. And now last 
‘week-end saw a return to the old policy of 
sending up small detachments, which fying 
at great heights sweep over London, when 
they manage to, pieree the defences, and drop 
their bombs heedless of where they fall so 
Jong as they fall somewhere in London. The 
success of the RAF. and the land defences 
is fully indicated in the number of German 
‘aeroplanes reported to have been destroyed, 
machines seen actually to fall, and not 
cluding those which may have been lost on 
their way back to their bases, and those 
others irretrievably damaged in forced land- 
ings. ‘Those numbers it is impossible to 
ascertain, but there is justifieation for be- 
Heving that the British policy of understate- 
ment only gives a part of the tale of the 
damage done to the attackers. 

Neutral Press correspondents in Britain 
bear testimony to the sangtroid with which 
the British people are standing up under the 
terror which Hitler has unleashed. As was 
only to be expected the immediate reaction 
{o this indiscriminate bombing has been to 
Increase the anger felt at the unclean tactics 
‘adopted by the enemy. It has also increased 
the determination to endure until the enemy, 
is destroyed and victory ensured. The moral 
of the British people under these bombings 
is evoking the praise of neutral observers, 
and if the view of the International News 
Service correspondent is correct that “Hitler's 
mightiest effort to knock out the RAF. is 

costly failure,” then the fury of the latest 
indiscriminate bombings may be taken as a 
‘measure of the intense anger which Hitler 
and his fellow criminals must feel at 
realization of that fact. He is now engaged 
in a race against time. He has promised his 
people victory before the winter. He wants 
it this month. Consequently it is to be ex- 
ected that his efforts will greatly increase, 
bbut there is every reason for believing that 
the German air force is already held by the 
RAF. and that the day of its ultimate defeat 
is nearer possibly than most people expect. 




















THEY CRACKED BEFORE. . .

And they will eraek again. ‘The reference 
is, of course, to the Germans. It is no mere 
expression of a wish, but is the considered 
‘opinion of psychologists for which reasons 
fare given, ‘The Nazi system of government, 
fone of repression and strict discipline even 
‘times of peace, has the advantage of en- 
the dictator to act with speed and 
n time of war. It promotes enthus! 
sm and even heroism in the face of 
death, but it carries with it enormous dis- 
vantages which will prove its undoing, 
unless “Hitler gains another rapid success 
against those who are opposing him. And 
this, as things stand at the moment, he is 
unlikely to do. The Nazi experiment has 
been followed with great interest and care 
by the class of psychologists known as 
sociologists, since its inception, and they all 
‘agree that it is a form of government 
which is suited to the basic instincts of the 
German people, who can be beaten by their 
superiors and profit from the beating, and| 
be downtrodden by their leaders and) 
yme the treatment. Fundamentally, the 
position of the German prople today is only 
4 little worse than it was in 1914, under the 
heel of Prussian militarism and flerce class| 
distinctions. Then the Prussian officer slashed 
subordinate across the face with his 
‘hip, and his subordinate took it and bene-' 
Mted from it. Then, the Prussian officer 
pushed everyone else ‘off the pavements, and 
everyone else took his behaviqur as a mat~ 
ter of course. They were then just the herd, 
instinetively bowing to their masters. 
Sociologists are generally agreed that herd 
or as some would prefer it, horde—organis 
ation has something to recommend it, pro- 
vided the horde so organized is aggressive. 
























































Herd or horde psychology results in a re- 
pression of conscious individualism and re- 


duces members of the herd or horde to an| 
‘average mentality. There is a definite de- 
cline in intellectual ability, which does not 
mater over much when’ the intellectual 
ability of the leaders is sufficient to act as 
‘& competent directing force. But with the 
repression of the conscious self, unconscious, 
or sub-conscious, reactions come to the fore, 
with a result that one who would be a cul- 
tured individual when isolated, vecomes a 
barbarian, that is to say an animal guided 
by instinels, when in a crowd. The charac- 
teristics of the aggressive horde are spon- 
taneity, violence, and ferocity ; the horde is 
impulsive, changeable, irritable, impatient, 
and  matvellously credulous. ‘The horde 
thinks in images ; its feelings are simple, not 
complex, and are always exaggerated. These 
characteristics are agreed upon by psycholo- 
ical schools as wide apart as those of Le: 
Bon, MeDougall, Trotter, and Sigmund Freud, 
though each school has its reasons for the 
appearance of these characteristics. But 
with these reasons, which are in the acade- 
mic sphere, the embattled world of today 
has little concern. 

All three schools also agree that a herd 
or horde engenders the sentiment of absolute- 
ly invincible power, and is therefore bound 
by nothing except self-imposed restraint. 
Reason takes a back seat, and emotionalism 
reigns, with a result that members of the 
herd are open to emotional contagion to a 
marked degree, and suffer from a sugges~ 
ibility which ‘amounts at times almost to 
hypnotism. The much regimented Nazi 
horde suffers from all these weaknesses. 
They believe in the invincible power of their 
armed forces. They suffer from extreme 
emotionalism, as their reactions to obviously 
false stories ‘of atrocities first in Aust 
then in Sudetenland, and then in Poland, 
proves. The emotional contagion destroys 
the critical faculty of those who might ex- 
Dress scepticism over some of these atrocity 
stories, while those who have retained suff- 
cient power of individual thinking to dis- 
credit the stories, are locked away in con- 
centration camps, or rubber-truncheoned into 
silence. The suggestibility of his horde has 
been openly boasted of by Hitler, who hi 
declared that there is nothing to equal the 
‘mass meeting for swaying the German people, 
‘The leaders of primitive hordes governed their 
followers in the same way, by playing on their 
instinets and their emotions, and using sug- 
gestion as their trump card. And in many 
ways the Germans are psychologically little 
more than a primitive tribe. ‘They have a 
genius for organization. They are probably 
far more advanced in political and philoso- 
phical theory than any other race. ‘They 
were the first of the western nations to re- 
cognize the power of consciously directed 
racial effort, a realization that long pre- 
ceded Hitler. But with all this,” they are 
clever, but not wise. They have all the in- 
herent spiritual weaknesses of the barbarian 
to whose level their rulers have reduced 
them. ‘ 

‘The notion of invincible power is more a 
weakness than a strength, for the first time 
that their power fails to conquer, the illusion 
is shattered. And with the changeabllity of 
the horde, which has already been remarked, 
they are apt to swing to the other extreme. 
The emotional contagion which inspires 
them to heroic deeds can, in the hands of a 
skilful opponent, be transformed into a con- 
tagion of panic in which the horde resolves 
itself simply into a mass of iridividuals. And 
the suggestibility which proves a sceptre in 
the hands of the Fihrer, might prove a cat- 
o'-nine-tails in the hands of an enemy. The 
Fuhrer must always have vietories, and then 
more victories. A deadlock is as harmful to 
him as a defeat, as the impatience of his fol- 
lowers grows. ‘The German High Command 
in the last war realized this fact, and oven 
‘when at their last gasp, fung offensive after 
offensive against the Allied lines. ‘They knew 
that they had to have success, had to be 
aggressive, and when they were held up— 
hot necessarily driven back, but meroly 
making no progress—the moral of their men 
cracked. Remember, Germany was never 
invaded in the last war. In this war British 
bombers invade it day and night. Every 
Nazi claim to a great aerial victory is an- 
swered by a British aerial victory, to which 
the smoking ruins of factories are undeniable 
testimony. “The German people must even 
now be holding very slimly to thelr illusion 
of invincibility, if at all. ‘Their moral is 
being steadily undermined. Only more 
victories can bolster it up, and thus it may. 
be as much for the purpose of preserving 

is own people's moral as attacking the 
British people's moral through terrorism. 
that Herr Hitler is now making his desperate 
attempts upon London.

‘They also listen to the “Free 
dom Station” which Js doing ils excellent work 
in precisely the same manner as the present 
leaders in Russia carried on thelr underground 
solivities for years and years in the days of the 
‘Tearist regime, Their efforts were erowned with 
success and so Will the efforts of this German 
fadio station be successful as ‘the effects of 
War are Brought home to the German people. 
‘The German Fuhrer holds his people today. by 
virtue of the might of the sword. When that 
Sword has been blunted there will be a change. 
Several factors point to it—the British blockad 

air raids on Germany, sweated labour, political 
persecution and many others, In the meantime 
the Germans listen to the voice of freedom 
and read pamphlets, distributed throughout th 
country, damning thelr Nazi masters, before 
{hey pass them on to others who walt and hope.

Japan's naval strength ‘is suficient 
to prevent any aerial blitzkrieg here 
in the event of a war between Japan 
‘and the United States, according to

by its aviation expert. Telichi Muto.

Diseussing the general subject. of 
defence against air attacks at a time 
when the nation is engaged in air 
Acfence drills, Muto wrote:

His Imperial Highness Prince

‘The ‘population of the Settlement 
rose by leaps and bounds with the 
influx of Chinese refugees and eva- 
‘euees from areas affected. by the 
Sino-Japanese hostilities, A great 
numberof the Chinese who have 
{taken refuge in the Settlement would 
not fall under the category of per 
manent residents, as in all probability 
they would return to thelr native 
towns and the outlying districts when 
normal conditions have been restored.

IHRE quarters of a century ago, Sir Edmund Hornby, one of 


the most picturesque and 
represent Great Brit 





romantic personalities ever to 


in the Far East, linked his name with the 


establishment of the British Supreme Court for China and Japan. 
Upon his arrival here he was impressed by the few buildings on 
the Bund, the half dozen strects and maloos leading from the 


water's edge to the country, and 


the scattered bungalows built by 


foreigners amidst paddy and cotton fields. 


Today in a city which has risen from obscuri 





ty to one of the 


most important ports in the world, with ils teeming millions and| 
all the modern amenities of life, the Court has become a venerable 


institution and celebrates the 75th year of its foundation. 


During 


the seven and half decades of its existence, eight ottier judges have 
succeeded Sir Edmund on the bench of the Court-and have earned 
an inescapable pre-eminence, not only by their association with 
the oldest foreign court in this country, but by their preservation’ 
of the lofty tenets and traditions of the British judiciary. Mr. 
John McNeill, H. M, Crown Advocate, disclosed yesterday that 
there will be no official observance of the occasion owing to the war.

Tn Sorry Plight

Misfortune follows misfortune is an! 


‘old saying and it applies well to the 
Hospital of the Russian Orthodox 
‘Confraternity in Shanghai, which is 
faced with a large deficit and accom- 
modation problem since the owners 
‘of the house have sent a notice to the 
committee of the hospital to have ths 
premises vacated by January 22, 1941. 
‘These premises, owned bythe Mit: 
subisht ‘Compans. 

employees of the Japanese firm. 

‘The hospital, which is partly run 
‘on benevolent ‘lines, offering medical 
‘treatment freo of ‘charge to many 
Russians of the poorer class, finds 
iisolf cornered, for it is dificult, with} 
the present crisis in accommodation. 
fo find suitable premises which will 
be able to house all the wards an‘ 
laboratories. 

‘When notified of the Japanese com 
pany’s decision, Dr. D. J. Kasakot, 
Girector of the’ hospital, appealed to 
Dr. ¥. Palud, Commissioner of the 
French Public Health Department, 
‘who promised to help the committee 
‘of the hospital to find suitable. pre- 
mises. A house was soon found, but 
it proved unsuitable. 

Other Nationats Treated

Refugees 


Shanghai, Sept. 5. 
Funds totalling $3,703.384 have ‘been 
given for the assistance of European 
Towish refugees in Shanghai sinee the 
influx into the eity, most of this huge 
sum coming from abroad in foreign 
eutreney, Various committees have 
distributed donations to those in acute 
distress, the position being greatly 
Improved by-this work. Added to the 
total given above must be the many 
private contributions to. individuals 
Which are not known, and which 
come to many thousands of dollars. 
‘The statistics below, issued by the 
Committee for the Assistance of 
European Jewish Refugees, gives 
some idea of the work being done to 
help these unfortunate people. 
From November 15, 1938 to July 31, 
1940, the following amounts have beet 
received for the maintenance of re- 
tugees —

Opinions Differ

some subjects which would have .o 
be sifted by the committee after the 
‘closing of the enquiry. 

It would be impossible to give a 
forceast of the decisions of the com- 

ittee at ils plenary session, -M. 
d'Hooghe pointed out, and went on 
to explain that recommendations of 
the ‘enquiry body, if approved by 
the French consul, could be enforeed 
in the French Concession by a French 
consular ordinance. This would have 
{the same effect as the Municipal bye-| 
laws of the International Settlement 
and would apply to all residents of 
the French Concession irrespective of 
nationality. 

‘M. 'Hooghe reiterated the deter-| 
mination of ‘his committee to curb 
ent profeering “snd the, presnt 
system of paying “key money” at 
inordinate prices for furniture and 
fixtures to tenants to effect the trans- 
fer of promises, He expressed the 
‘hope of the committee to be able to 
put an end ‘to this exploitation of 
Fesidents. 

‘He added that the committee also| 
hope to be in a position to contro! 
subsletting to such an extent that it 
would be impossible for profiteers to 
make unduly high  profts from the 
sub-letting of houses, flats and rooms. 


Chinese Customs Investigated 

Shortly after its establishment] 
more than a month ago the committee 
announced that one. of its primary 
objectives was the investigation into 
factual Chinese customs» regarding 
housing matters. ‘Tt was stated that 
8 number of landlords and others 
hhave ‘expressed themselves in dis- 
‘agreement with interpretations of 
these customs made" by Chinese 
courts.

sail to ‘Tsinglungkong, he sald that 
there was no definite time, sugestinge 
that “something unexpected had 
happened.

T propose to try to give you some 
Impressions of the life and work of 
this merchant navy at the present 
‘ume, but In the first place let us 
ilange at what has happened to those 
elements of our Merchant Service 
which the war has ealled to other 
pursuits, In the first place there are 
those eficers and. men who, when 
war broke out, were already members 
fof the Toyal Naval Reserve: most of 
theso are now serving in the Navy 
proper in regular fighting ships. 
Next, there are the ships which have 
‘been’ taken over by the Government 
‘and converted into auxiliary cruisers, 
and other auxiliary war vessels, 


Manned by Old Crews 

‘Those are as often as not manned 
mostly by their old peace time eivitian 
‘eres, though under a Naval eaptain, 
fand they do invaluable work. 1 be 
Heve that in the last war the whole 
‘of the contraband control between 
Scotland and Tecland was handed 
over to auxiliary cruisers of this kind. 
While war is on, we hear little oF 
nothing of these ships but from time 
{fo time one of them leaps into the 
imelight, ana I need not remind any 
of my Listeners to-night of the name 
ff one them, known to many of us— 
the Rawalpindl, and of the gallant 
Aght which marked her end, ‘These 
ships and the elvilian sailors in them 
‘well know that if they fall in with 
fan enemy surface raider, and if 
that alder happens to be real war- 
ahip the chances against thelr escap- 
Sng are one in a million, “Their con 
struction is such that ‘they cannot 
earry the gun power with which to 
fight effectively against a ship of war, 
nor the armour to give them any real 
protection, nor have they the speed 
to run, even if thoy wished to do 50, 
‘And_yet the men in these armed 
‘uxiliaries are usually mostly volun 
teors whe prefer to stay in their 
ships rather than take more comfort 
able and possibly safer jobs elsewhere. 

Next, there are the ships requisi- 
tioned ‘by the Government to work 
directly with the fighting services a8 
‘roop ships and supply ships. Their 
duly is to carry the armies which 
go to fight on foreign soil and to keep 
them supplied with food, ammunition 
‘and equipment. 

"The ships and men enuaged on all 
the ‘duties to which T have referred 
are temporarily withdrawn from ‘sie 
‘Merehant Navy and we must ceive 
the recording of their exploits till 
the ban of silence on the operations

Organization of Merchant Marine 

First, let us glance at the organiza 
tion of the British Merchant Marine. 
It is the product of private enter- 
prise and private capital; its main 
‘object in times” of peace is to carry 
cargo and "passengers from and to 
wherever they canbe carried at a 
Proll. the course of the centuries, 
{his ‘enterprise has succeeded in 
‘puilding up the largest “Mereantile 
Marine in the world and it carries 
its share of cargo and passengers not 
only te and from the United Kingdom 
‘and the countries of the British Em= 
pire, but also. on practically all th 
trade routes of the world frcin which 
itis not exeluded for political reasons 









































In time of war all the units of this 
vast fleet are immediately placed 
under the direct control of His Ma- 
Jesty’s Government, and at the pre~ 
‘sent time this control is exercised by 
the Ministry of Shipping. The tasks 
of those who have to direct the ac- 
tivities of these ships are, first, to see 
that enough ships" are available to 
carry the supplies of food and of 
‘materials’ needed fer feeding the 
people and Aghting, the “war, and. 
Second, to ensure that our export 
trade, which enables us to buy the 
sinews of war from foreign countries, 
oes not suffer from lack of ship's 
‘space. 4

‘This control also enables the 
Government to keep rales of freight 
at moderate levels and thus ensure 
that goods going on to the markets 
of the Empire reach the public at a 
Feasonable cost. They also can help 
the export trade in its competition in 
neuteal markets, by seeing that it 
does “not suffer from  exhorbitant 
freight rates 


Supplies Brought 
In some cases the Government fixes 
the ports of call and lays down the 
‘commodities which the ships shall 
carry, but in most cases trading 
roules for the ships are left to the 
discretion of the shipowners, the 
Government merely directing which 
commodities are essential and what 
‘quantities of these are to be carried 
to England or to the Empire or to 
allied countries and other. spheres in 
‘which Great Britain is interested. 

‘The complexity of this organiza- 
tion will be realised when it is con- 
sidered how much of our supplies we 
‘draw from the ends of the world, to| 
which we must send our ships’ to 
fetch them. From the Argentine 
comes beef and wheat; from Aus 
tralia the same products and wo 
from New Zealand butter, mutton and 
‘wool; from Chile nitrates; from the 
United States of America’ the arma- 
‘ments of which we hear so much and 
for which we are so. grateful; from 
Canada more foodstuffs and arma 
ments: from the Sudan and the 
‘United States cotton; from the Straits 
‘and “Netherlands East Indies tin, 
rubber and copra; from China eggs, 
silky tungsten and hides, and from 
Japan canned salmon, silk and ply 
wood. 

I have said enough to show that 
as these ships go about the world, 
carrying that whieh we have to sell, 
fand bringing back to England those 
things which England needs, they are 
really units in and symbcls of the 
Yast and intricate organization of 
war. 

Let us now consider the ship itself 
and those aboard her. If she is on 
fcean-going vessel she does not look 
the same ship now that we knew in 
peace lime. Her gaily painted funnel 
has ‘become dull ‘black or grey, her 
name has disappeared, she fies no

and has had little time to spend in 
docking of painting.

Yet those on 
Doard her are the same people and 
have exactly the same duties as in 
peace time, but with other duties and 
Bnxieties added. 1 cannot hope to 
five you a full chronicle of these 
‘duties and. anxieties: they are the 

yman’s affair, and about such mat- 
fers the merchant seaman, like his 
naval brother, is silent. ' We can, 
however, make some kind of a. guess 
as to the background which hangs 
Sound the life of the merchant sca- 
‘man during wor and against which 
fhe must carry on his normal duties 
of running his ship. First, he must 
face the dangers of mines, of bombs 
from the air, of surface ‘raiders, of 











action. Next he must face the in 
‘crease in the ordinary perils of the 
‘Sen due to lighthouses Being blacked 
Out, light ships being put out of 
‘action by enemy bombing, and other 
ships carrying no navigating lights. 
‘a is the rule in war time. 


Courage of Seamen 

A ship may be weeks within the 
danger areas, and, voyage after voy- 
‘age, the seamen ‘know. that every 
‘moment of the day or night sudden 
death lurks just round the corner. 
It takes real’ courage to stand the 
‘suspense of long weeks at sea in these 
conditions, especially if you happen 
{0 be sitting on 10,000 tons of gas0- 
line, oF a cargo of high explosive, 
‘and’ especially, too, if your life is 
mainly spent in the engine room, 
where you know that you will have 
‘no warning of catastrophe, and per- 
hhaps little chance of escaping from 
it.” For the navigating officers the 
‘anxieties of running the ship are in- 
‘creased a hundredfold by the absence | 
of the aids to navigation to which 1 
hhave just referred, and, to all other| 
anxieties are added the special ones| 
fof sailing in convoy, for ofcers of 
‘those ships which do so. 

This is, as a matter of fact, a most 
harrowing experience for all. ships: 
‘oficers. Imagine a convoy of thirty’ 
‘or more ships trying to keep close’ 
station on a pitch dark or foxgy night} 
‘with a heavy sea running. The official 
speed of the convoy is, say, eight! 
Knots. “Under ‘such conditions it is 
difheult enough for ships designed for 
hhigher speeds to maintain the con- 
stant speed required for them to kecp 
‘station. But for a tramp that was 
never designed to do more than eight 
knots the feat is well nigh impossi- 
ble. With the wind in her teeth and 
8 Tough sea running she is bound to| 
Tose speed, and will be in constant| 
grave danger of colliding with the’ 
Vessel astern of her. One hears of 
‘strange things about these convoys— 
how some ships may have peculiarly 
penetrating engine-room nolses which 
Tead to those near her believing they 
fare in imminent danger of collision, 
80 they sheer off, and lose station, 
and, in turn, run the risk of collision 
‘with someone else. As an example 
of the sort of thing that may happen, 
‘during the last war a ship was loaded| 
in New Yorke for Liverpool with a 
‘cargo consisting mainly of high ex- 
plosives. She was put in the centre| 
‘Of the convoy for reasons which need 
ot be discussed here. It is not al- 
together surprising that, after a 
particularly foggy night, those on 
board her awoke to find that they 
hhad the ocean to themselves. As a 
matter of fact, though collisions 
among ships in convoy are far fewer 
than might well be expected and this 
comparative immunity is due to the 
is due to the captains who, for days 
fon end, may have no chance to get 
out of their clothes, and to thelr 
deck officers who, on double watches, 
may have to spend as many a5 
sixteen hours on end in ceaseless 
vigilance on the bridge, in addition 
to their other duties’ about the 


ship. 
Optimism Displayed 

1 would be no surprise to most] 
of us if the strain of this constant 
‘danger and vigilance made its mark 
fon these men, but all T know is 
that, when they arrive in Shanghai 
after Weeks of this kind of thing, 
their ‘appearance and conversation 
convey mo hint that there is a war 
fon at all, If one dares to raise 
with them this tedious subject, one 
vsually finds that they are 
mest ineredible optimists, and that 
there is hardly 2 man on board who 
will not offer to prove, in eight 
different ways, that we cannot help 
Winning this war within a fortnight. 

‘Should you travel to England now, 
‘you will See little of all this. You 
may be in convoy, and you will 
think what a fine sight the ships of 
fe convoy make on a fair morn, 
ing, “zig-eagging across the sea a!

Shipping Resumed 
To Haiphong 


‘Shanghal, Sept. 7. 

‘The Shanghai-Haiphong shipping 
‘ban has been lifted. Shipping eircles 
tn. Shanghai received "Information 
from Hongkong about a week ago 
that no Shanghal steamers should 
‘sal to Haiphong. Although no reason 
for the suspension of shipping, which 
‘also. occurred in ‘the Colony, was 
mentioned officially, it was then 
reported that. it was due to the tense 
‘Situation in Indo-China, expecting a 
Japanese move. 

It is now learned that shipping 
circles here are making necessary 
arrangements for sending thelr ships 
to Haiphong. having been informed 
‘again by their Hongkong agents that 
the ban has been lifted. A Butter 
eld & ‘Swire steamer is expected to 
leave here for Haiphong tomorrow. 
while several, Jardine ships will soon 
‘arrive here from Hongkong and then 
sail to Haiphong. 

‘The resumption of shipping busl- 
ness between Hongkong. Shanghai, 
‘and Haiphong was recently heralded 
by the Shing Sheng News Agency 
There, it belng asserted that negotia~ 
tions for resumption of shipping were 
progressing satisfactorily between the 
British and French authorities, Con 
firmatory information was published 
by the leading Chinese dailies here 
yesterday and the reports, were 
Substantiated by shipping circles. 


Inconventenee in Shanghat 
‘The shipping ban has caused much 
inconvenience to Shanghai merchants 
and travellers, ta say nothing of the 
Toss sustained by shipping firms. The 
general public Rere has also suffered 
2. great” deal, although indirectly, 
Because rice profiteers used the ship- 
ping ban as a pretext for increasing 
their prices, causing utter confusion 
in. the Shanghal rice market on 
‘Sept. 5, when the authorities were 
forced to arrest one of the profiteers, 
Early in July, when the Japenese 
sent inspectors to Indo-China, ship~ 
ping was suspended for some time 
and this happened again last. month, 
coincident with the reports that the 
Topanese had demanded the use of 
Maiphong as_a base of operations 
against the Chinese, On August, 28. 
French authorities were reported to 
have deemed it nocessary to close the 
port to shipping as a precaution.

‘A Municipal gold medal _ was 
awarded to Lieutenant Plerre Blan- 
chet, Deputy Commissioner in charge 
ef the uniformed ‘branch of the 
French Police, for showing an 
example to his inferiors in arresting 
Scores of armed. bandits during his 
eight. years with the police. . On 
August 27, while going to the Police 
Headquarters, he was attacked and 
shot at by several gunmen, Wounded 
by two shots, in the ‘side and 
shoulder, Lieutenant Blanchet alighted 
from his ear and engaged the gang 
in a gun battle. His composure and 
bravery put the gang to Might after 


‘one of thelr number had been 
‘wounded, leaving his pistol on the 
road. 


‘Another gold medal was awarded 
to Sergeant Guillaume Pierre, ‘This 
ofecr, already holder of a silver 
medal since August 2, 1032, when 
he was ‘wounded in the knee whilst 
‘on duty, pursued an armed bandit 
fon August 28, although not on duty, 
fand opened fire. ‘The eriminal was 
shot dead after a brief exchange 
of re, 

It Will be recalled that the bandit 
had ‘mortally wounded Mr. Font

Terrorists Attack 
Police Official 


Shanghai, Sept. 7. 

‘With the attempted assassination of 
Lieutenant P. Blanchet, Deputy Com- 
missioner of tho French Police, still 
{fresh in the minds of Shanghailanders, 
terrorists struck again with avenge: 
‘ance yesterday “morning when a 
cowardly attempt was made upon the 
lifo of Mr, R. W. Yorke, Deputy Com 
missioner of the Shanghai Municipal 
Police, shortly after 9 am. as two 
‘gunmen opened fire at Mr. Yorke's 
ear just as it was leaving Lane 749 
Yu Yuen Road to go to his office at 
the Police Headquarters, 

Mr, Yorke, who resides at house 7 
in the lone, was in his ear at the 
time of the attempt. ‘The vehicle, 
driven by a Chinese chauffeur, was 
travelling towards Yu Yuen Road 
when (wo Chinese, immaculate. in 
white foreign clothes, drew their 
pistols, Mr, Yorke picked up his fire 
farm, which he as a'rule keeps on the 
eushion beside him, and fired almost 
simultancously with the Chinese gun 
men, ‘The other would-be assassin 
van ‘behind the car and. started fir 
ing from there, ‘Three shots hit the 
fear, one of them plereed the fender, 
while two penetrated the left rear 
door. "Mr. Yorke remained unseathed, 
although one of the bullets lodged 
in the cushion some three inches 
away. 

‘Mr, Yorke's chauffeur did not stop 
the car and this might have been 
the reason why the Police official, 
although he emptied his clip, failed 
to bring any of the assailants down. 
‘One of the Chinese gunmen ran out 
of the lane, but was detained by a 
Japanese gendarme before ne could 
got away. Nothing, however, has 
been heard of him. 


Report to Station 

Although he saw the assailant taken 
away by the Japanese gendarme, Mr. 
Yorke did not alight to. mal 
quirles for fear that the other gun- 
man would again attempt to shoot 
him, Instead, he drove to the Bub- 
bling Well police station and report 
‘ed the ease there. Ho then proceeded 
to Police Headquarters, 

‘The car, bearing licence No, 8474, 
with the three bullet holes, was ins 
spected at the Police Headquarters, 
while the spent bullets were sont to 
the ballistic department, 

Although no reason was given for 
the attempted assassination, it was 
stated to be political. ‘The assailants, 
both about thirty years of age, were 
woll dressed and ‘did not appear to 
be in the same class with other hired 
assassins, 

Mr. Yorke is very well known hero, 
having beon with the Shanghai Muni: 
cipal Police for over 27 years. At 
fone time he was in charge of “B” 
Division, and was appointed to his 
present past of Special Branch chict 
Some three years ago. He is a native 
of Nottingham, 40 years of age, and 
ived in Shanghai three years 
hhe joined the police foree. 























No Developments 
Sept 6. 
No further developments wore 
recorded yesterday in the attempted 
assassination of Mr, R. W. Yorke, 
Deputy Commissioner of the Shang: 
‘hai “Munielpat Police, who was shot 
at by two gunmen just as he was 
leaving his residence in Yu Yuen 
Road at 9.10 am, on Sept. 6. One of 
the gunmen was taken away by a 
Japanese gendarme in uniform, but 
hhis fate has remained a mystery, 
‘Meanwhile, Japanese military 
patrols were’ busy in the neighbour 
hood of Yu Yuen 'Rosd yesterday 
where they carried out searches of 
all persons and cars in the district. 
This step was believed 10 have been 
done in connection with the attempt- 
fed assassination of Mr. Yorke. 
Notwithstanding all the precau-

Another assassination, believed ‘to 
be of a political nature, took place 
yesterday at 2.10 pam. when Mr. Liu 
‘Tsaispo, a naturalized Japanese of 
Formosan origin, was shot dead by 
two unidentified gunmen at the Kin 
Hwa Restaurant’ at 623 Foochow 
Road. 


‘The deceased. who was about 36 
years of age and connected with the 
China Film Company, a Japanese 
concern with offices at Hamilton 
House, had luncheon together with 
Mr. Keiji Matsuzaki, of the same; 
firm, and several other Chinese and 
Japanese friends at the Kin Hwa 
Restaurant, 

‘The company came to the restaur- 
‘ant at about 1230 pm. and engaged 
‘private dining room on the. first 
floor. “About 2.10 p.m. they Anished 
their luncheon and were going down- 
stairs, Mr. Liu ahead of the company, 
when’ two gunmen, occupying a table 
near the entrance to the restaurant, 
stood up and fired three shots at their 
victim. Hit by two bullets in the| 
chest, Mr. Liu sank to the floor, while| 
the ‘assailants rushed across | the 
restaurant and made their escape 
through the kitchen. 

‘The wounded Formosan was taken 
to the Lester Chinese Hospital, at 145 
Shantung Road, but died soon after 
his arrival there.

Huge Kidnapping

After several| 
months of illchealth as a result of 
fall, he dicd at the homo ofthis 
youngest son, Willlam Z. L. Sung, 
Vice-President and Dean of St. John’s| 
University. ‘The late Bishop was the| 
first Chinese to be consecrated to the

38 dencon, then as priest, and’ later 
‘5 arehdeacon, the ‘first Chinese to 
bbe given the last-named office. Dur~

His father was himself the first

Before Judge P. Grant Jones 
“(Adjourned sine die) 
Shanghai, Sept. 3. 

‘The propensity of some witnesses to 
give long explanations in reply 10 
simple questions was the subject of 
comment from the bench in H. Mf. 
Supreme Court gesterday. ‘The de- 
fendant in the ease, Mrs. W. F. Davis, 
who insisted on writing down her 
name on a slip of paper, explained 
that her first name was Greek and 
impossible to pronounee. She was 
sued by Mr, N. Ciker, for $60 rent 
for August before Assistant Judge P.

Defendant gave voluble answers to

{tered every enemy attempt to reduce 
ite power, the German fleet has been 
Ereatly weakened and Great Britain 
‘offensive power by sea is definitely 
stronger than it was a year ago, de- 
spile losses, writes Reuters’ naval 
‘correspondent. 

“These losses include one battle- 
ship, the Royal Oak, two aircraft- 
‘carriers, the Courageous and Glorious, 
three cruisers, 30 destroyers and 14 
submarines. 

‘A large number of these “have 
either been replaced or are in the 
Process of replacement by an ac- 
celerated building programme, and 
§n addition the strength of the ‘Navy 
in auxiliary craft of all types has 
‘been vastly increased. 

‘The ‘convoy system has assured 
that at no time has a danger point 
been reached in losses of merchant 
shipping. British losses. of - mine- 
sweepers amount {o about 30, inelud- 
ing ships which went to Dunkirk to 
Feseue men from beaches, but despite 
the enemy's indiscriminate use of 
mines minesweepers are able 10 keep 
ports in Britain open for worldwide 
trade. 

‘Tho Navy's most perilous task 
during the year has been to. meet

Lord Horne

Lord Horne of ‘Slamannan, V.C.,

‘Mr. Churchill rightly assumed that the, 
British are a. stubborn people, willing to 
stand and fight in the last ditch. But he 
misunderstood their fecling when he talked 
of this as the finest moment of our history. 
Our feelings are more complex than that. 
‘To talk to common people in or out of uni- 
form is to discover that determination to de~ 
fend this island is coupled with a deep and 
‘almost universal bitterness that we have 
been reduced to such a pass, 

Mr. Churchill was the most cloquent of 
prophets during the Chamberlain Govern- 
ment. He warned the country in precise and 
energetic terms that England and France 
would not be able to defend themselves or 
their Empires if they allowed the League 
fo be destroyed and if they refused an al- 
Nance with Russia, It has not been difficult 
to be a prophet during the last five years ; 
we could fll an issue of this journal 
[New Statesman and Nation”) with’ quota- 
tions trom past editorials in which we’ 
foretold the situation in which an isolated 
France and Britain would face a Europe! 
under the domination of the Axis. ‘The 
peculiar exasperation of these years of dis- 
astrous government has been just this ease 
of forecast. Events have moved with the 
uhastly precision of a classical tragedy. ‘The 
‘rst act was the failure after the last war to) 
face either of the two great problems con- 
fronting mankind, the unification of Europe! 
fon a federal basis and the necessity for 
substituting a collectivist for a capitalist 
economy. ‘The second stage was the per- 
version and then the destruction of the Lea- 
gue, which was the tentative effort of ‘the 
post-war world to find organizations which 
might some day tackle these problems. I 
need not tell that story again. ‘The third act! 
came with the growing strength of Hitler: 
and the realization that the new Germany| 
sought not only territorial domination, but! 
algo the total destruction of the ideas on 
which Western civilization had been built. 
After the betrayal of the League as a con-| 
structive instrument fo solve the problem of 
Germany's relations with other countries, 
there was a chance of salvaging the situa~ 
tion by a “grand alliance” which would have 
prevented the German conquest and might! 
have prevented the war. Again, our rulers, 
terrified always of the common people ané 
of the workers, refused throughout the 
Spanish War and’ at Munich to touch the 
hand of Russia and continuously sought 
{riendship with the enemies of our eiviliza- 
tion, ‘The story of the efforts to go into| 
partnership with the Axis Powers, the whole! 
twagedy of appeasement, needs no repetition. 
Every week, one saw more clearly that by: 
‘asking for a constructive policy for Europe, 
combined with resistance to the Nazi ad-| 
vance, we were merely ensuring, while the’ 
Chamberlain Government was in’ office, that 
we should get, not the policy we demanded 
but the war we wished to avoid. ‘This has! 
een the fate of the eritics of the National 
Government—to ask for the best and to have 
enough influence to produce only the worst. 
‘The war could have been prevented. Bri- 
tain and France could have begun a new era 
in Europe, When we called for collective 
seeurily we were told we were warmongers ; 
when we called for a Russian alliance in 
order {0 resist Hitler, we got no collective 
ut the Iunatie guarantee of Poland 
Russian support! ‘The desire 10 re- 
sist Hiller did not get vid of Mr. Chamber= 
lain; it simply pressed him into « guarantee: 
which made war certain, Even when war 
itself eame, we yot no statement of war aims: 
which would have given hopes for the future. 
We have only obtained, even during these 
nine months of war, the steady refusal of| 
those in power to face the faet that the Nazi 
could only be opposed effectively by whi 
was in effect a socialization of British 
economy. When finally the full extent of 
the incompetence and nervelessness of the 
Chamberlain Government was revealed in 
the Norwegian eampaign, a popular front 
Government, retaining within itself too many) 
of ity. discredited predecessors, at length 
came into power ; it was too late to provide! 
the BEF, with ‘the tanks and aeroplanes 
that they needed. Only now is it beginning’ 
to be understood how criminally ineompet~ 
the last Government was and some of 
r Ministers and Civil Servants still are.

‘They have 
been ruled by men who could neither make 
peace nor war, who have thrown away allies 
who might have helped them, and who have 
not prepared for the war which their policy 
made inevitable. It is no wonder that coup~

derful oratorical powers, 
‘and prophetic insight make 
time a natural leader. He has the defect 
that he has never understood the social forces 
at work. He assumed too easily that des- 
‘tructive or defeatist elements in every coun- 
try were due to treachery. He seems to 
have imagined that a bugle call from Britain 
‘would at once lead to a rally of all the neu- 
trals to our side. That was true in 1935, Tt 
‘would still to some extent have been true at 
Munich. It ceased utterly to-be true after 
the destruction of Poland, and that for two 
reasons. Large groups of people in the 
great and small nations alike have not ral- 
ied as they would have done in the past, 
partly because of the nature of modern war. 
Today men without machines are powerless 
and none, except the Nazis, are mad enough 
to fight except with reluctance. ‘The small 
neutrals were not “pro-German.” but ‘sec- 
tions of their governments and populations 
naturally preferred a German conquest to a 
devastating war with the help of the Allies, 
‘whose competence to help them they gravely 
doubted. And they doubted more than their 
competence, they doubted their intentions 
and their aims. Goebbels has made good 
play with gibes about the plutodemocracies 
fand those who have heard his gibes have 
Known them in part at least to be true. No 
Tead is given from this country that has offer- 
ed general emancipation or a unified Europe. 
We have left the calm of a unified Europe to 
the brutality of the Nazis. ‘This is still Hit- 
ler’s principal propagandist card. Until Mr. 
Churchill's admirable offer to France of com- 
‘mon citizenship there has been even from 
this reformed Government (overworked os it 
is) no clear and explicit statement of war 
aims which would make the world believe 
that Britain stood for anything but its own 
empire, Nothing has been said to reassure 
people that survival, which Mr. Churchill 
Fightly declares to “be the one necessity, 
means the emaneipation of the common peo- 
ple from the control of high finance and big 
Dusiness as well as the defeat of the Nazi 
‘war machine, 
Only one thing today seems quite clear. 
We must individually stand as best we may 
for those things to which we owe our highest 
allegiance. AMl of them are threatened by 
the Nozi regime. When Goebbels said that 
the Nazis exist to destroy “the principles of 
1789," he spoke with precise truth. Instead 
of liberty, the Nazis offer slavery ; instead of 
equality, they offer the rule of the Nordic 
Drutality ; instead of fraternity and interna 
tionalism, they offer an endless series of 
future wars, ‘To those ideas none of us in 
England can surrender whatever may happen 
fon the battlefield, ‘There comes into my 
mind today the biblical story of the three 
men who were told that they would be 
thrown into a burning, fiery furnace unless 
they bowed down to false Gods. ‘They re- 
plied : “Our God whom we serve is able {0 
Geliver us from the burning, fiery furnace. 
But if not, be it known unto thee, © King, 
that we will not serve thy Gods.” And we 
will not.
